ton Rand Corp. at a salary of

tion of his occupation duties, it is 
learned exclusively by this corre- 
spondent. 

MacArthur refuses to deny or 
confirm this report. A formal 
query was addressed to him four 
days through his public informa- 
tion officer. But MacArthur did 
not reply. 

However, my sources say the 
69-year-old MacArthur signed a 
contract with Remington Rand’s 
legal representative in Tokyo 
more than two months ago in an 
atmosphere of strictest secrecy. 

The original clue to MacAr- 
thur’s deal with Remington Rand 
reached me from New York. But 
days of intensive digging during 
which I encountered repeated de- 
nials were required to confirm 
the details. 

Will Complete Mission. 

It is definitely understood that 
MacArthur will not take the job 
until he completes his mission as 
Supreme Commander, Allied Pow- 
ers, a post he has held since

Gen. Courtney Whitney, former 
Manila corporation lawyer and 
MacArthur’s adviser, represented 
MacArthur in the negotiations 
with the Remington Rand lawyer. 
Whitney does not deny the story. 
He merely refuses to see me. 

At one point in the negotia- 
tions, it is reported, the deal was 
soured when the Remington Rand 
lawyer attempted to bargain on 
financial terms. MacArthur con- 
siders himself above that sort of 
thing. 

But despite his great prestige, 
MacArthur is not a wealthy man. 
That is reported to have been one 
of the decisive factors in his ac- 
ceptance of the offer. 

More important to MacArthur, 
however, is that the job was of- 
fered him on the ground that in- 
dustry would be a new challenge 
to his abilities after a long and 
successful career as a soldier and 
statesman. 

MacArthur expects to return to 
the United States some time next 
It will be his first return 
to America in 13 years. He was 
married to his present wife in 
New York City on April 30, 1937, 
then returned to the Philippines 
with his bride; the MacArthurs 
have a son, Arthur, 12 years old. 


Rand Confirms Negotiations But 
Laughs at Salary Figure.

A crowd of 50,000 persons in- 
side the Basilica cheered as the 
Pope strode alone through the 
door into the vast church, seat of

As the Pope opened the holy 
‘door at St. Peter’s, similar cere- 
monies were held in Rome by 
cardinals at the three other patri-

The ceremonies thus began a 
year-long celebration for the 
sanctification of Catholics. Dur- 
ing this year of the “great par- 
don,” Catholics who perform pre- 
scribed acts of devotion will ob- 
tain a “plenary indulgence” or 
full pardon for punishment due 
for sins. 

Demonstrations by Reds. 

The struggle in which the 
church is now locked with Com- 
munism was symbolized during 
the holy ceremonial by a Commu- 
nist call for and then a cancella- 
tion of a general strike in Rome 
Province. And in the heart of 
ancient Rome, a Communist-led 
crowd. stoned the Spanish Em- 
bassy, crying “death to Franco.” 
Hundreds took part in the Com- 
munist demonstrations. 

The’ short-lived strike was 
called by the Communist-led 
Chamber of Labor as a protest 
over police measures against a 
peasants’ meeting the union 
scheduled to coincide with the 
church ceremonies.

Statement by Mayor. 
Both low-rent or “public” hous- 
ing for low-income families and 
middle-rent or “urban redevelop- 
ment” housing for families in 
the big middle bracket are pro- 
posed for this site, Mayor Joseph 
H. Darst told reporters late yes- 
terday. He said the intention 
was to devote the area to Negro 
dwellings. Need for modern hous- 
ing is most acute among Negroes 
here. 

Preliminary ideas for redevelop- 
ment of this area, known as the 
De Soto-Carr site, already have 
been worked up and have been 
discussed by the Housing Author- 
ity with regi @fficlals of the 
Publie H - Administration. 

Acquisition of the site will be 


carried out by the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, of which Ar- 


thur A. Blumeyer, banker, is 
chairman. It was selected by the 
Authority on recommendation of 
the City Plan Commission, pre- 
pared under direction of Har- 
land Bartholomew, engineer of 
the commission. 
Authority’s Pian. 

The Authority’s present idea is 
to erect structures for possibly 
600 to 1000 families in the low- 
rent classification and leave the 
remainder of the site for middle- 
income housing, to be provided 
by private enterprise under the 
Missouri Urban Redevelopment 
Corporation Act. 0 arrange- 
ments have been made yet for 
such a project. 

It is possible the volume of 
low-rent housing to be built by 
the Authority might be enlarged. 
PHA officials told St. Louis city 
representatives last Monday, how- 
ever, that they would prefer to 
have an intermixture of low-rent 
and middle-rent housing, to pro- 
duce a mixed community, as a 
better idea for long-range im- 
provement. 

Present ideas of the Authority 
are for structures of two-story 
and three-story height, which 
have found general favor for pub- 
lic housing. However, some taller 
structures might be provided at 
the start, spokesmen said, to get 
a larger number of new dwell- 
ings quickly available. This 
would facilitate removal of fam- 
ilies from other parts of this or 
other slum-clearance sites. 

Plans to Use Playground. 
Mayor Darst, who is actively 
pushing plans for the new hous- 
ing, told reporters it is intended 
to use the city-owned De Soto 
playground, a bare block (Twen- 
ty-second-Twenty - third-O’Fallon- 
Division), as the first scene of 
construction. This would make 
possible erection of an apprecia- 
ble number of dwellings without 
disturbing any present residents 
of the area. A large park would 
be provided later.

The Atomic Energy Commission 
announced last night it would 
sponsor courses in which doctors 
will be taught to treat persons 
who suffer atomic injuries in any 
future war.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
The State Department was under 
fire on legal grounds today for 
its warning that any American 
skipper who takes his ship into 
Nationalist - blockaded Shanghai 
waters may lose his license. 

The Isbrandtsen Steamship Co.,

He said the State Department 
has neither recognized the Nation- 
alist government's blockade of the 
Communist-held Chinese coast 
nor barred American ships from 
entering Shanghai. 

William C. Ash, vice president 
of the AFL union, said he had 
wired a protest to Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson. “As long as 
the masters are not violating ex- 
isting neutrality or other congrés- 
sional law,” Ash wired, “we pro- 
test your threats and coercion.” 
He also demanded that the Navy 
“protect our vessels.” 

Two Isbrandtsen ships were 
shelled recently by Nationalist 
blockading vessels. The State De- 
partment has warned that Shang- 
hai waters are “hazardous” to 
shipping.

Told of the newspaper story, 
Alexander denied to reporters 
that the construction proposal had 
anything to do with his official 
sesquicentennial work, which he 
pointed out applied only to space 
rentals. 
He said the proposal to Parker 
specifically mentioned a contract

ent buildings.” These buildings, 
he said, are not connected with 
the fair itself.

Some Parts to Be Omitted. 


It is proposed to omit, from the

veloped for small business 
already, and could be fitted into 
the plan. It is considered that 
cost of clearing these would be 
too great. 

One block of the Franklin 
frontage, between Twenty-second 
and Twenty-third, not now used 
commercially, probably would be 
taken over. 


Entire area of the Eighteenth- 
Jefferson - Franklin-Cass location 
is 180 acres, of which acres

Assessed at $2,755,080. 


Assessed valuation of the re- 
maining 100 acres, which the 
Housing Authority intends to ac- 
quire by purchase or condemna- 
tion, is $2,755,080. How near the 
assessment figure the actual price 
will come remains to be deter- 
mined, but presumably the cost 
may be somewhat above the as- 
sessment. 

This assessment, for tax pur- 
poses, is at the rate of 63 cents 
per square foot. It is the lowest 
figure within the entire slum re- 
gion encircling the downtown dis- 
trict. Average assessment tnrough- 
out the whole slums is 83 cents a 
square foot, excluding industrial, 
commercial and institutional prop- 
erty. 

Funds for the redevelopment 
will come in this way: The Hous- 
ing Authority will borrow money 
for acquisition of the site or the 
greater part of it. Probably this 
will be borrowed under the slum 
clearance provisions of the 1949 
Housing Act. The Authority wi 
also borrow to pay for the low- 
rent housing construction, under 
the standing arrangements for 
federally guaranteed loans. The 
city will pay for the park-play- 
ground area. Under existing but 
so far unused bond funds the city 
has allotted $500,000 for enlarge- 
ment of De Soto Playground, but 
Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes said today he would ap- 
prove increasing this to $750,000 
if necessary. 


Capital Grant Possible. 


A capital grant for a large part 
of the cost of the site could be 
expected from the Federal Gov- 
ernment under the 1949 Housing 
Act. The city’s contribution to in- 
duce this would be expected to be 
the park enlargement and prob- 
ably new school facilities to be 
provided eventually by the Board 
of Education. 


A private redevelopment cor- 
poration would be able to borrow 
probably up to 90 per cent of its 
capital under FHA-insured mort- 
gages. It could acquire its part 
of the site from the Housing Au- 
thority at a realistically reduced 
or “use” value. Its relatively 
small .equity capital, about 10 per 
cent of the investment, would be 
permitted to earn limited profits, 
while it would enjoy certain tax 
limitations and be subject to pub- 
lic approval of its rents.

And those 
who did not care to divulge that to the 
census taker were required to put the 
form in a sealed envelope and deliver 
it in person to the local census office. 
If my memory serves me correctly, 
there was a penalty for anyone failing 
to do just that. 


If anyone being enumerated wants to 
give the details of his income to a 
stranger, that is his business, but I be- 
lieve that my salary is something just 
between my employer, the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and myself, and is 
none of the so-and-so business of any 
stranger working for a short time for 
the Census Bureau.

Nice for the Middlemen 


To the Tditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The thing which “burns up” the 
farmer more than anything else is that 
so little of the deep cuts he is taking 
in prices ever reach the consumer. By 
the time his product passes through 
several hands on the way to the city 
housewife most of the price reduction 
is lost and he gets less and less of her 
grocery dollar. 

A case in point is bread. Two years 
ago this winter when wheat prices 
were breaking badly, radio commenta- 
tors were excitedly telling housewives 
that every 30-cent break in the price 
of a bushel of wheat meant a cent off 
the cost of a loaf of bread. What actual- 
ly happened was exactly nothing. We 
still pay 14 cents for a loaf of bread. 

I ship eggs to a number of people in 
St. Louis. I make a reasonable profit, 
pay high parcel post rates and am still 
under retail prices. That should not 
be possible. No distribution can claim 
to be even reasonably efficient when a 
product like eggs, which require no 
processing or special packing, is nearly 
doubled in price between producer and 


consumer.

This 
is the new law which sets up the definite pro- 
cedure for persons convicted in Illinois who say 
they were sent to prison without the advice of a 
lawyer to protect their right to be tried fairly, 

Mr. Carter's challenge of constitutionality 
comes in the case of Richard O'Neill, a St. 
Louisan, who has served 10 years of a 99-year 
sentence for murder in a holdup of an East St. 
Louis tavern. The St. Louisan contends that he 
did not have benefit of counsel and that the 
new statute is designed to give him a sure 
course through Illinois’ maze of co 
“remedies at law.” 

The question now is not whether the de- 
fendant is guilty or innocent. ’Now the question 

. ls solely whether he had a fair trial. Did he 
have a lawyer when he needed one? Was he 
sent to prison primarily because he did not have 
guidance of counsel? Would his sentence have 
been less, even though he was convicted, if his 
interests in court had been protected by a law- 
yer who could have advised him as to the grada- 
tions of the law? 

Mr. Carter would be well within his proper 
range if he decided to oppose the St. Louisan’s 
petition for a new trial. The new statute con- 
templates that at times prosecutors will have 
good cause to support convictions and the trial 
procedures on which the convictions were based. 
It also contemplates that some men now in 
prison shall have new trials, and that some may 
be released. Indeed, that is the very purpose 
of the law—to cut through what the late Justice 
Rutledge of the United States Supreme Court so 
aptly called Illinois’ “labyrinth of blind alleys.” 

There can be no objection to a test of the 
Barry-Lee Act’s constitutionality. The Illinois 
State Supreme Court itself has promulgated a 
rule guaranteeing appointment of counsel in all 
future cases which may result in an accused 
person’s being sent to prison. The Supreme 
Court judges at Springfield doubtless are glad 
the statute was passed, since without it they 
were under increasing fire. 

Be this as it may, Mr. Carter might well have 
left to someone else the constitutional attack on 
a law so meritorious. After all, the last Repub- 
lican Attorney General, George F. Barrett, con- 
fessed, in the United States Supreme Court in 
the Marino case, that Illinois was in error on 
the facts in such a proceeding. Even Mr. Bar- 
rett sought either dismissal or a new trial for 
Tony Marino. 

If one enactment of the Illinois Legislature 
this year were to be selected as having more 
meaning for our times than any other, it prob- 
ably would be the one which State’s Attorney 
Carter has decided to oppose. His course in 
this matter is what might have been expected 
from his predecessor, Louis P. Zerweck.

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Where the Offense Lies 

The defenders of plug-uglies in New York's 
Grand Central Terminal—a nuisance much like 
the racket to which St, Louisans are subjected 
on busses and streetcars—made a mistake when 
they attacked Harold Ross, editor of the New 
Yorker, as the editor of “an adult comic book.” 
At the hearings before the New York Public 
Service Commission it soon became apparent 
that almost all of those present felt as he did. 

“The hearing turned out,” says the New York 
Times, “to be a field day for the great unor- 
ganized—white-collar business men, advertising 
executives, editors and the like—who poured 
forth quiet but extremely literate invective 
against the invasion of the privacy they had 
learned to expect on their commuting treks at 
the start and close of each working day.” 

Maybe the owners of a railroad station have a 
better right to annoy their patrons than have 
the operators of a transit line, but it strikes us 
as equally bad business. Whatever it may pro- 
duce for advertisers—and it can’t be so very 
much or advertising executives would not be so 
ready to oppose it—the broadcasting of com- 
mercials brings the Grand Central a mere $90,- 
000 a year. 

That’s not much of a boost for its annual in- 
come of $9,000,000. A number of business men 
called the sum “peanut profits,” and offered to 
chip in to make it up to the Terminal if only it 
would stop treating them as a “captive” 
audience. 

But it was Mr. Ross who delivered the coup 
de grace. When the Grand Central people began 
to offer the findings of a firm of pollsters called 
Fact Finders, Inc., to show that most people 
really enjoyed the plug-uglies, he invented his 
own firm of “Datum Diggers” on the spot to 
prove just the opposite. Of course, it’s not a 
question of how many people like or dislike the 
the riverfront on sufferance.

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Reform—or Waste? 

. Very formidable alternatives can be put up 
to Congress by the Citizens Committee for the 
Hoover Report. Congress can adopt still other 
recommendations made by the Hoover Commis- 
sion on Reorganization of the Executive Depart- 
ment, and thus save many millions more.

Like the man Ke is to succeed, Dr. Francis

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A Large Christmas 


Cities, opined Mayor Darst, ought to be be- 
decked with Christmas trees befitting their size. 
Pained by a piddling little 35-foot tree which 
had been erected in front of City Hall, he called 
for a majestic 65-foot cedar to replace it. The 
smaller one, said His Honor, “looks too puny for 
a city as large as St. Louis.” 

We agree with the Mayor. Sixty-five feet is 
little enough for a city as large and important as 
St. Louis. But what of Maplewood? On the 
Mayor’s scale of one foot of Christmas tree for 
each 12,500 inhabitants, Maplewood would have 
to get along with a one-foot Christmas tree. 

The residents of Braggadocio in Pemiscot 
county and Peculiar in Cass county, pop. 200 in 
each case, would have to scrounge around until 
they found trees one fifth of an inch high. We 
would rather not think about the sad plight of 
the two denizens of Zodiac in Vernon county.

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No Handout for a Nuisance 

The Federal Government has given its formal 
approval to an agreement reached by the City 
of St. Louis and the Terminal and Missouri Pa- 
cific railroads for the relocation of the river- 
front tracks. 

That leaves only one more point to be settled 
before Representative John Sullivan asks Con- 
gress to authorize the completion of the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memorial. That is the 
question of who is going to pay for the removal 
of the tracks, a job which is expected to cost 
between $5,000,000 and $7,000,000. 

The railroads, of course, want Uncle Sam to 
foot the bill—Or at least a good part of it. We 
do not see why he should. The tracks are on 
the riverfront on sufferance. The roads do not 
have title to the present right-of-way, and they 
certainly will have no claim to the land on 
which they are to run in the future. If the Gov- 
ernment really wanted to be tough, it probably 
could drive them into the river. 

Instead of doing that, it is going to allow 
trains to be operated through the park area—in 
a tunnel for most of the way. This strikes us as 
a very fair concession, more than the roads 
could possibly claim as a matter of right. It 
seems that the least they could do is pay for 
their own track-laying and tunnel-building. All 
they could ever throw into the scales of this dis- 
pute was a nuisance value, and they are getting 
enough for that. 

Secretary of Interior Chapman, under whose 
authority the National Park Service will develop 
and maintain the site, says that he will have to 
hear “forceful arguments” before he takes a dif- 
ferent view. Well, let's get the matter settled. 
It should not remain as a cloud on the project.

may be at cross-purposes; so a full-dress probe seems timely.

Few Americans want to see monopolies 
that can keep production down and prices 
up, squeeze out competitors, and build up 
empires by special favors and agreements. 
On the other hand, a large bulk of people 
probably feel uncertain at times, as when 
an anti-trust suit is filed against a famil- 
iar institution like A. & P., and legal issues 
are obscured by massive propaganda on 
both sides. 

In some cases the propaganda and the 
pressures take on an unwholesome tinge. 
They may converge 
on Congress. Then 
we see party prom- 
ises overlooked, law- 
enforcement agen- 
cies repudiated and 
anti-trust laws whit- 
tled down by grants 
of special favor. 

The country saw 
this sort of thing 
when, over the pro- 
tests of the Admin- 
istration and anti- Secretary Sawyer — 
trust officers, railroads were exempted 
by the Reed-Bulwinkle bill and insur- 
ance companies after the Southeastern 
Underwriters Association lost a _ rate- 
fixing suit. It is all too easy these days to 
be persuaded by the cry of “free enter- 
prise” without stopping to ask for defini- 
tions. 

Clearer definitions have been sought for 
a long time. What is the difference be- 
tween economic conspiracy and big busi- 
ness that is big because technology and 
the necessities of mass production have 
made it so? How far may legitimate busi- 
ness go without stepping over into the do- 
main of piracy? 

The Truman Administration is after 
finding out and giving business a fresh 
copy of the rules. President Truman has 
asked Secretary of Commerce Sawyer to 
head up a study of anti-monopoly policies 
—for “clarification” rather than repres- 
sion, Mr. Sawyer indicates. 

At risk of seeming captious, we might 
venture a wish that the operation were not 


so largely identified with the Department 
of Commerce. We can’t help feeling that 
the men on the firing line of the monopoly 
fight, the battlers in the Department of 
Justice and the Federal Trade Commission, 
are subordinated. Appeasement would 
have a sour note after the vigor of Tru- 
man and Roosevelt words and actions in 
the matter, though we could be unduly 
sensitive to the more or less faint sugges- 
tion that it has a part in this case. 

To be sure, if the idea is to get business 
to guide itself to proper conduct, as Sec- 
retary Sawyer says, the Department of 
Commerce is probably the best medium 
for leadership. The presence of the anti- 
trust policeman in the van might not al- 
together win the business man’s reassur- 
ance, if that is the purpose. 

The President’s request came after a 
House subcommittee on monopoly had 
labored with the question for months. 
Committee members found themselves 
overwhelmed by testimony so widely con- 
flicting that it added up to little reassur- 
ance for anybody. 

There were responsible witnesses on 
both sides, the spokesmen for fewer con- 
trols opposed by champions of big-stick 
wielding. The committee fell back on sta- 
tistics, showing a large extent of concen- 
tration in many industries, but made no 
attempt to interpret their meaning or to 
say what may be done about the situation. 

The committee’s natural difficulty was 
that of finding the truth amid all the maze 
of rationalizations. Even experts disagree, 
as when lawyers of the Federal Trade 
Commission are themselves split on the 
virtues of a compromise in the Govern- 
ment’s suit against the steel industry's old 
system of uniform delivered prices, the so- 
called basing point custom. 

A compromise of any sort would natur- 
ally involve the principle of the anti-trust 
law. But the question is whether the pros- 
pect of disrupting traditional practices, 
with the result of an upset market, is not 
more compelling. Perhaps a study of the 
whole picture of monopoly and pseudo- 
monopoly is imperative, after all.

Between Book Ends 
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The Theater Revisited 


THE THEATRE BOOK OF THE YEAR, (948-'49, 
George Jean Nathan. 363 pgs. (Alfred A. Knopf, $4. 
John Lardner in the New York Herald 
Tribune. 

Whether the Broadway theater deserves 
the erudition, solid labor and semi-loving 
care that George Jean Nathan devotes to 
it every year with this series of his, the 
reviewer is not called on to speculate. The 
Broadway theater is the only game in 
town. Even if the company were more 
squalid than it is, and the deuces were 
wild as well as the one-eyed jacks, Mr. 
Nathan would be sitting in, because he 
cannot take the theater or leave it alone. 
He seems to feel an esthetic obligation (the 
financial side of it is’no one’s affair but 
his own) not only to observe show business 
night after night, but to keep score on it, 
as he does in his yearbook, to collate its 
sins and assets, and to give us the coher- 
ent, sharply flavored impression that we 
get here of what the season amounted to 
as a whole.

Here and there in 
the 1948-49 book is

In general, though, the tone this 
year is perhaps mére mellow than usual. 

As a public figure, Mr. Nathan has few 
social secrets—it is well known that in the 
course of the last year he overcame a prej- 
udice of long standing and enlisted as a 
partisan of a baseball club, the New York 
Yankees. Embracing baseball through the 
medium of the 1949 Yankees is like form- 
ing an attachment to the theater on the 
basis of a visit to “Tobacco Road” or 
“Abie’s Irish Rose.”

When he goes to work on the show called 
“Hold It,” and the artistic stature of men 
who sign themselves professionally With 
nicknames, such as Sam, Pete and Larry, 
his writing is as comic as it ever has bean 
which is comic, indeed. 

As for his chapter on the revue, 
“Small Wonder,” consisting largely of 55 
well phrased notes on general theatrical 
subjects, “scribbled” in his program, says 
Mr. Nathan, while the show was in prog- 
ress, it is plain that he was able to write 
it because the usher gave him a block of 
foolscap, a desk lamp and a typewriter by 
mistake, instead of a program.

The Government reported that 
Vogeler and a Briton similarly 
accused “confessed to the charges 
under the weight of written evi- 
dence in possession of Hungarian 


authorities.” 

, Hungary rejected a United 
States demand for the release of 
Vogeler. In a note to the Ameri- 
can legation, it said the Govern- 
ment could not release “spies and 
saboteurs,” whatever their citizen- 
ship might be. 

‘The United States demanded 
Vogeler’s release last Tuesday. At 
the same time it forbade further 
travel by Americans in Hungary. 
Vogeler was the second Amer- 
ican accused by the Hungarian 
Government within two days. The 
Foreign Office yesterday an- 
nounced that Israel Jacobson, 
head of the American Joint Dis-. 
tribution Committee office in 
Hungary, was held on suspicion 
of spying. 

Jacobson, of Rochester, N. Y., 
was arrested nine days ago when 
he crossed the border from Aus-: 
tria into Hungary. Vogeler, of 
Jackson Heights, N. Y., had been 
held incommunicado for about 
five weeks in a Hungarian prison. 
In accusing Vogeler, the In- 
terior Ministry lodged similar 
charges against Edgar Sanders, 
British head of the communica- 
tions company’s Budapest office.

He refused 
regular -payroll status, since he 
must take some time for his pri- 
vate business. 

Modest Man’s Dilemma. 

For the same reason, Souers 
declined the proffer of chairman- 
ship of the National Security Re- 
sources Board. It is just possible 
that, being a genuinely modest 
man, he also had in mind a 
major reason why the President 
hunts big names but is simul- 
taneously prevented from getting 
them. That reason is the Senate’s 
recent treatment of many major 
Truman appointees. 

In the present political climate 
where a conservative coalition 
rules the legislative branch but 
doe# not govern the executive, 
presidential appointments are 
often whipsawed between the two.

AT GRAND CENTRAL — 


Sociologist Testifies Com- 
muter on Run, Ambler ~ 
Think. Differently. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24°(AP) — 
The fellow who. works himself 
into a lather to catch his com- 
muter train is likely to think dif- 
ferently about things than the 
fellow who just ambles along. 

That is the view of Dr. Paul 
Lazarsfeld, chairman of Columbia 
University’s sociology department. 
He testified yesterday at a Public 
Service Commission ‘earing on 
commuters’ complaints against 
commercial programs over loud- 
speakers in Grand Central ter- 
minal. 

He was taking to task poll-tak- 
ers who, in a terminal manage- 
ment-sponsored survey, found 
84.5 per cent of the Grand Central 
customers favored the broadcasts 
of music and advertisements. 
Lazarsfeld contended the poll 
was not representative “of any- 
thing which could be intelligent- 
ly defined.” 

For instance, he said, persons 
who read in a ‘railroad station 
“might have completely different 
opinions from those who do not 
read.” 

George Cotler of Valley Stream, 
N.Y., a Long Island Railroad 
commuter—who uses Pennsyl- 
vania station—put in his licks 
against what he termed “gross in- 
justice” vio fellow commuters. 

Cotler said the railroad survey 
covered only 638 persons. About 
500,000 travelers use the terminal 
daily. 

Mrs. Lloyd Ziegler of White 
Plains, N.Y., widow of a former 
Mayo Clinic Psychiatrist, testi- 
fied that the terminal was a “sort 
of a cathedral . . . which is now 
being defamed by the broadcasts.” 

She quoted a New York Central 
system conductor as telling her 
the broadeasts were “driving me 
nuts.” 

Dr. George H. Hyslop, a psych- 
iatrist, testified Thursday for the 
railroad that the broadcasts 
would affect adversely only those 
who were not entirely normal 
mentally. 

In concluding the three-day 
hearing, Commissioner George A. 
Arkwright directed_briefs be filed 
Jan. 10. The commission will 
make its ruling later. It can bar 
the broadcasts if it finds them 
injurious to health or safety.

PARIS, Dec. 24 (AP)—Premier 
Georges Bidault’s coalition 
- French Government still faced a 
shaky future today even though it 
had won a narrow vote of confi- 
dence on the national budget. 

The National Assembly, lower 
house of Parliament, early today 
backed by a slim margin of six 
votes Bidault’s demands that it 
discuss his proposed 2,257,000,- 
000,000 franc ($6,400,000,000) 
budget instead of a lower one. 

But his government still could 
stand or fall on the item-by-item 
discussion—and vote—to come. 
In today’s balloting the vote was 


303 to 297 in favor of Bidault’s 
coalition of his popular Republi- 
can Movement and the Radical 
Socialist and Socialist parties. 


Attack by Reynaud. 


The principal argument is ,over 
increased taxes the Cabinet says 
are needed to balance the budget. 
The opposition has presented a 
slightly smaller budget outlined 
by the Assembly’s Finance Com- 
mittee without increased taxes. 

The chief attack on the govern- 
ment ‘before the vote of confi- 
dence was by former Premier 
Paul Reynaud, who asked: 

“What is the sense of accepting 
the principle of new taxes... 
when we know we will repulse 
them when we get down to a 
discussion of the articles?” 


Threat of New Elections. 

In calling for the vote of con- 
fidence, Bidault had threatened 
the deputies with risking their 
jobs if they defeated him. 
France’s constitution provides 
that if two cabinets fall on a for- 
mal confidence vote within 18 
months, new elections can be or- 
dered. And Bidault had been re- 
ported ready to prevent his party 
from joining a new coalition if 
he was defeated. 

This probably would have 
meant defeat of his successor and 
a call for elections.

The counterpart fund is money 
set aside by each Marshall plan 
country in its own currency to 
match the contributions it gets 
in dollar aid under the recovery 
program.

Under the military aid agree- 
ments, each government must pay 
the expenses of missions sent to 
their capitals to supervise arms 
and equipment deliveries.

FREE MEDICAL CARE 
FOR DEPENDENTS OF 
MILITARY FORCES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (UP) 


‘—Defense Secretary Louis John- 


son disclosed yesterday that he 


has rejected a proposal to stop 
free medical care for dependents 
of military personnel. 

Budget Director Frank Pace re- 
cently made the proposal. 

Johnson wrote Pace that all 
previous studies, both within and 
without, in “the Defense Depart- 
ment had resulted in the conclu- 
sion that medical care of military 
dependents should be continued.” 

But Johnson said the subject 
was complex and needed continu- 
ous review of the actual prac- 
tices of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force in providing such care. He 
accordingly appointed a commit- 
tee to “assure uniformity” in the 
matter among the three armed 
services.

NOTICE THAT ALTHOUGH Carolyn can calmly perform 
at the piano before an audience, she still grows panicky when 
she attempts to make a speech, even before the same crowd. 
This is an excellent example of the fact that habits are learned 
with reference to specific situations, and seldom carry over to 
others. There is little “transfer of training.” 

If you don’t believe this, ask an accomplished speaker, 
who may be at ease while lecturing to a group, to do some- 
thing different, such as singing a solo. Even the veteran ora- 
tor may blush like an amateur and be as jittery as a rank 
novice. 

Carolyn should gain some reassurance by remembering 
that every beginner is likewise nervous and jittery, trembly 
and breathless when making his first talk. In fact, you must 
face dozens of audiences before you gain assurance and poise. 
There is no royal road to skill and nonchalance on the public 


platform. 
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JUST GRIT YOUR TEETH, therefore, and remember that 
the first :00 speeches are the hardest! Since you cannot short- 
cut your progress very much, take advantage of every opportu- 
nity to get upon your feet and say a few words. Teach a 
Sunday school class. Lead the meeting at your club or Young 
People’s Society. Force yourself to go through the motions, 
even though you feel terrified. 

All the rest of us professional orators have had to do 
the same thing, It is your “initiation,” and you cannot become 


an accomplished speaker or singer without it. But use what | 


I term the “anecdotal” or “narrative” formula in planning 
your speech. Try to link together a number of relevant epi- 
sodes or stories, parables and common examples from your 
community or daily experience. It is much easier to tell nar- 
rative stories than to memorize long, dry sentences of exposi- 
tional material. Such a speech will also be far more interest- 
ing to the audience, for people enjoy fiction more than un- 
dramatic “teachy” material,

Scandinavian Prune Pudding. 

One-half pound prunes, three 
and one-half cups water, one one- 
inch stick cinnamon, three-fourths 
cup sugar, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, five tablespoons cornstarch, 
one tablespoon lemon juice. 

Wash prunes, cover with three 
cups water and let stand two 
hours, Cook in covered saucepan 
until soft, about 20 minutes. 
Drain, serve juice and pit prunes. 
Return fruit and juice to sauce- 
pan, add cinnamon. Combine 
sugar, salt and cornstarch. Mix 
with remaining cold water and 
add to fruit. Cook over low heat, 
stirring constantly until mixture 
thickens, about five minutes. Re- 
move cinnamon, add lemon juice, 
pour in mold, and chill. Serve 
with whipped cream. Yield: Six 
servings.

North’s jump to five diamonds 
was a shade strong in view of 
the fact that one of his values— 
the spade king— was probably 
worthless, but, as proof that a 
player can’t always properly ap- 
praise such cards that same spade 
king should have been of tremen- 
dous importance in this very deal! 

West opened the spade queen, 
and declarer said nonchalantly, 
“Well, might as well cover.” So, 
forthwith, he put up dummy’s 
spade king, and when East played 
the ace, ruffed the trick. South 
then drew trumps and cashed his 
clubs, discarding dummy’s spade 
eight, then hopefully tried the 
heart finesse. With the hearts 
lying as they did, however, there 
was no possibility of avoiding the 
loss of two heart tricks (if the 
defense was alert), and so the 
slam went up the flue. 

It is abundantly clear that 
South attached no importance to 
the spade king in this deal, but 
actually that card, properly used, 
would have insured his contract! 
South should not have covered 
West’s spade queen at the first 
trick; he should have ducked in 
dummy and ruffed in his own 
hand. After that, success would 
involve a very simple maneuver! 
South would merely draw trumps 
and cash his three clubs, discard- 
ing a heart from dummy, then 
enter dummy with a trump and 
throw East in with that carefully 
preserved spade king! South 
would discard a heart from his 
own hand on this trick—and then 
simply challenge East to lead! 


Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 
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RACTICALLY anything can 

happen to a piece of furniture 

but here are some of the more 
common ailments along with some 
of the common remedies. 

Dents in the wood can be re- 
moved by placing a damp cloth or 
damp piece of blotting paper over 
the dent and allowing a few hours 
for the wood to absorb the mois- 
ture. After this, run a warm iron 
over the paper or cloth. 

Edges of furniture where the 
veneer has come loose can be 
fixed by removing the old glue 
with a sharp knife or razor and 
then applying a thin film of wood 
glue to the two surfaces. Force 
the veneer gently into place and 
hold it down until the glue is 
hard. 

Cracks, nicks or cigarette burns 
in furniture can be removed with 
something called stick shellac and 
is much like sealing wax. It comes 
in many colors and is melted on 
a knife and then worked into the 
hole. When it is hard the excess 
on the top is shaved off and the 
surface polished with fine sand- 
paper. When fixing up a cigarette 
burn, remove the charred wood 
first. ' 

Scratches in a shellac finish can 
be removed by wiping with dena- 
tured alcohol or by applying a 
thin coat of shellac with a fine 
brush. Large scratches in varnish 
can be taken out by removing the 
varnish around the scratch with a 
razor blade and then applying sev- 
eral thin coats of varnish.
